Hoscoe for a while was a civilian on the Dallas police, working, amonii other things 
in the various versions, as a photographer, and they became a cop* He re:dgned after 
a short while* J^long .ath the story summary were sevei'al lists# one of what clearly had been 
stolen from the police, pictures we all .Jiow about and the 'Commission had. But he made a 
real he^tl To the uninformed that ^ list alone would be impressive. 

i"rom the little that Inside Edition carried of me you know the complete fabrication 
of how ‘’^'ippit was killed. That show, by the way, sent a sattelit© truck here, with a 
technical crew and a reporter.

includes top shows like Wheel of I'ortune, hapi>ened to see it and liked it verj much. She 

told me tliat ate was going to propose that they do an entire show on me. I'm not holding 

my breath I The staff Jier© api^arently told tiem in Hew York what ^ have here* They could 
hardly believe it. But anyway, I did get to say much, much more and it was edited out. 

Because Kevin had asked me tc? >oeep the stuff about the book/documentary outline 
confidential 1 could not flash and quote it but I was lucky and knew enough, as with the 
Tippit fabrication, to do the scoundrel in, as soon as I knew ot the ^f^5iSi"story and 
then was told by Gary 1‘iack tlrnt there would be a press conference in Dallas I asked a 
friend on the Balt. Sjm to send me wh^it AP had on its main wire, Tliat came just before the 
TV crew and I’d liad enough time to skim it and use a highli^ter on what I wanted to spot 
on camera. T iat wqs [ay source on duby and more* This fakir claims he was tipi^ed off hy a 
fello»^ conspirator ^who Kevin located and interviewed and says Hicky is a liar seeldng to 
commercialiise the ijhole thing) who said they were both CIA contract employees and two of 
the three Jli: assassins. The third he said was "Saul” and Baul was in the Courte bldg, 
and shot from there. T}iey were to have escaped through ted Bijid airport, tell, X knew ii>- 
mediately that there could be but a siiigle source for tnOT flfe^on, ^ones Harris, quoted 
only in ^opkin's The Second Oswald* There is also a story on Saul which is also a 
plagiorian, from Hugh licDonald's Appointment in Dallas, 
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iiany years b^o a friend who is a publishinti lawyer, r ^ther then was, in ifew ^ork, 
phoned me and asked if I*d read a 6^?-page smoroary of a JFK. assassination book and give 
him a verbal report by phone. X agreed, itnd was well paid, by the way. I Jmdn't gone very 
far before it was olear that the book was a conplete fake, 1 also was a bit apprehensive 
about the possibilty tlmt ]>erhapa liia publisher was being set up. X*ve been aaHa»a to 
the niuoe confidential but if I could "^j 11 you, you’d know im^iediately tlxat he could have 
government officials who did not like cone of what he^"d published, So I asked for and got 
a small expense allowance, for phono culls only, the time 1 was finished I had three 
versions of the sumiaary- lu two versions LBJ was behind the assassination. That was 
removed in the third, and in the ghost-written book, and ^.knew^why, who suge^^sted it. X 
know that guy.

T]]are were real popie in tliat book and by coincidence we viere friends with the 
lady friend of the one villainipsed in the book. He was dead so no libel, b'e got to ^-*eet 
another who was involved or they’d not liavt^ dared use his name. V/hen the ladj told hin 
about what I was doing he caioa up from Washington and took ua to dinner and a long talk, 

I made my ri^port in person, to the lawyer and publisher, at the lawyer’s iKjme, and 
was asked to acconpan:'' them to the conference with iicUonald et al the next day. It was at 
a law firm which had the entire floor of that building for its offices. I said nothing 
for a Ion#; time, just sat and listened and answered if I was asked aiay tiling.
